London, August 14.—The Russian drive in Galicia is pushing 


the Austrian-German armies backward towards Lemberg at a rapid 
rate.

Both flanks of General Von Bothmers' army on the 
Lemberg 


front are under heavy pressure and its center, forced from the line 
ot the Stripa, is announced by military observers in entente capitals 
to have none too secure a position in its rear along the Upper Zlota 
Lipa to which it is presumed to be retreating. 


Petrograd today announces new gains for the Russians on the 


Northern .wing of this front, on the Upper Sereth while today on 
the South General Letchitzky is continuing his thrust up the 
Dniester in the vicinity of Mariampol seven miles from Hailcz. 


The Russian armies in the center also are pursuing the .Aus 


trians in the middle Stripa and Koropiec regions. 


Continuing their advance from Gorizia on the Ispnzo front the 


Italians have made further progress on the 
Carso plateau 
to 


the southeast. Rome reports the piercing of a strongly defended 
Austrian line east of Hill 212. .and the capture of about 800 ad- 
ditional men. The Austrians are sharply attacking along other 
sectors of the front but were repulsed in all attempts, the Italian 
war office announces. 


Following the usual course, the Germans have sharply counter- 


attacked aiong the line west of Pozieres, which the British war of- 
fice last night reported the British to have carried to a depth of 
300 or 400 yards on a front of nearly a mile. The attack was part- 
ly successful the Germans gaining a foothold in a portion of the 
lost trenches.

French are pushing their advance to a point where German evacu 
ation of Olery, commanding the direct approach to Peronne from 
the northwest may be compelled. Fighting is being continued in 
the Maurepas sector northwest of Clery, where brisk cannonadin;

Washington, D. 0., August 14.—Prospect* for averting a na- 


tion wide railway strike.or at least for the formulation of some 
tentative program which will be the ground work for further nego- 
tiation, brightened today after President Wilson had conferred 
with 26 members of the great brotherhood. After the conference, 
the brotherhood representatives declared the president's grasp of 
the situation and the position of the men might result in an under- 
standing being reached and those in touoh with the conference said 
the representatives of the men showed a disposition to co-operate 
to avoid a strike.' 


After hearing the leaders of the men two hours, the president 


sent for the managers for a conference at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 
How far, whatever progress made at the conference with the men 
can go toward averting a break, cannot be estimated until after tho 
president confers with the manager's call. 


The president, according to those who attended the conference, 


showed a familiarity with the situation that surprised 
the men. 


The president was most sympathetic, said one of the brotherhood 
leaders, and his surprising knowledge of the situation and of our 
position may result in an understanding being reached. 


The president, it was said, submitted no counter proposition to 


the men, but he held out hope for an adjustment by legislation, if 
necessary.

Young Man Drowned And Two Others 
arrow Escape 


Cancels Overturned 
In Ohio River Near 


The Bathing Beach 


SECOND CLOSE CALL 


Sunday afternoon was the 


second time Robert Hoi- 
brook, well known young 
man, had a narrow escape 
from drowning in the Ohio 
river. Just two years ago he 
was in a boat when it over- 
turned in nearly the same 
spot as the fatal. accident 
yesterday.

C. P. Suttou, about 23 years of 


age, from Meadeville, Pa., lost his 
life by drowning, and Robert Hol- 
brook and Eichnrd Prntt, two well- 
known local young men, had narrow 
escapes from meeting a like fate 
Sunday evening in the Ohio river, 
about 5:30 o'clock, when a now canoe 
belonging to Pratt was overturned 
when the strong current carried one

Sutton is the second victim to bo 


claimed by the murky waters of the 
Ohio river this season and the fifth 
drowning victim of the year iu'local 
waters.

The trio 
met at the wharf boat about 2:30 
o'clock. Pratt received the boat last 
Thursday and Sunday was the sec- 
ond tjme he had it in service, Th 
trip up river was made without the 
least trouble, and the party went up 
Tygart Creek quite a distance and 
returned. 


The trip to the Ohio side of the 


river was also made without mishap 
and the trio started for the wharf- 
boat down this side of the river, tho 
current on this side 
of the river 


seing strong enough to carry 
the 


canoe along at a good rate. Hol- 
brook and Sutton were using 
the 


paddles lightly, while 
Pratt 
was 


ying in the middle of the canoe. 
Ihe snog struck consists of a large- 
sized tree, which has lodged on the 
government djke during the high 
water. Part of the tvoo was plainly 
visible. The canoe was passing the 
snag when it touched it lightly. At 
;his critical moment Sutton lost his 
paddle- The canoe was a few feet

ree. As Pratt dislodged it,

that he was swimming. Pratt let S' 
his hold on the snag and started out 
down stream after Button 
to save? 


him. He lost all track of him when 
he started swimming. After going 
about forty feet down stream and 
not catching up with his 
vfriend. 


Pratt struck 
out for shore. 
On 


reaching land he looked back but did 
not see Sutton and realized that he 
had gone under. Pratt then ran to 
the beach for help. 


Searching parties were 
immedi- 


ately organized, and two young men 
in a boat rescued Holbrook from tho 
submerged tree, none the worse for 
his experience. 


Tho searching parties from 
the 


beach were joined by fishermen and 
shanlyboatmen in the vicinity, but 
on account of -the high water 
the 


chances for recovery of the 
body 


are slim. 


The canoe was later rescued by 


parties at the beach a short distance 
selow the scene of the drowning. 
It 


:iad caught on a snag, but in row- 
ing about one of the searchers dis- 
.odged it. 


Button was a well-mannered young 


man,
